01  R  WASHI>UT0>  LETTER. 

Wa&SiWgToX  I».  C..  ArtUL  27.  1875. 

One  of  the  most  curious  sights  to  wit¬ 
ness  is  a  colored  baptism.  These  people 
are  very  devout  in  their  way,  an*  have 
tbeir  religious  and  united  benefit  Socie¬ 
ties  without  number.  It  was  announced 
from  the  pulpit  of  one  of  the  colored 
Baptist  churches  a  week  in  advance,  that 
candidates  for  the  rite  would  meet  on 
the  “river  shore,”  near  the  Long  Bridge, 
crossing  the  Potomac,  and  there  be  bap¬ 
tized.  This  announcement  caused  the 
less  religion^ members  to  scratch  their 
heads,  and  Thiok  to  themselves  that 
there  would  be  a  chance  to  make  an  odd 
penny,  and  when  tlie  services  were  over 
[the  question  was  discussed.  It  was  a  clear 
fact  that  there  would  be  a  largo  number 
of  witnesses  in  attendance, and  pies  and 
cakes  would  not  be  amiss. 

As  duy  dawned  last  Sunday  hundreds 
of  persons  could  be  seen  on  their  way 
to  the  Potomac  river,  and  by  sunrise  a 
multitude  of  people  were  on  the  shore, 
the  Long  Bridge,  and  the  bluffi  in  the 
vicinity.  To  the  class  known  as  don't 
cares,  it  reminded  them  of  a  dhtap  meet¬ 
ing  or  a  country  race.  Hero  and  there 
could  he  seeD,  dotting  the  fiver  banks, 
beech  booths  on  which  yen*  offered 
lunclies  for  sale,  while  on  the  fide  of  the 
street  were  hundreds  of  carriages  (pack¬ 
ed.  About  7  o'clock  the  words  of  the 
hymn  “Jisus  lover  of  my  soul,"/  were 
heard,  when  nil  became  still,  and  rftorflv 
afterwards  the  pastor  appeared,  followed 
br  his  disciples  thirty-light  women  and 
seventeen  men.  The  procession  nluved 
nil  with  measured  tread  the  Icadortieing 
attired  in  a  black  suit  of  clothes,  with 
high  boots  reaching  up.  to  !his  thigh1-. 
The  cun  li  lutes  wen*  dressed  in  long 
Hark  gowns,  with  white  capes.  When 
the  pro«  cK-ioii  reached  the  river  bank  n 
haft  was  made,  and  the  candidates  rang-
